caused F-16 crash 


The investigation into the F-16 
military jet crash at Camp Grayling 
hasconcluded. A failed engine bearing 
caused the crash, but the reason for the 
failure may never be known. 

The failed bearing made the engine 
seize and stop functioning. 

A report issued by Lt Col. Van 
Chatraw concluded that the crash 
destroyed any evidence that would 
have allowed investigators to 
determine why the engine bearing 
failed. 

The incident involved an Air 
National Guard F-16 Fighting Falcon 
from the 178th Fighter Wing in 
Springfield, Ohio, The plane crashed 
at the Camp Grayling air-to-ground 
bombing range af approximately 10:10 
a.m. March 19, 1996. 

The jet was on a routine training 
mission at Camp Grayling with three 
other Ohio Air National Guard jets 
when the incident occurred. 

The F-16 was in the Grayling area 
after departing from the Phelps Collins 
Air National Guard Base in Alpena for 
a mission as part of the unit's 


Operational Readiness Evaluation 
exercise. 

According to Chatraw’s report, the 
wreckage from the jet itself was 
contained to the’ range, but two fuel 
tanks which the pilot jettisoned from 
the aircraft landed four miles away on 
State recreation land, 

Chatraw’s report also included a 
Stage-by-stage account of the crash 
incident. The report stated: 


There was a loud bang and heavy 
vibrations within the F-16. Caution 
lights went on and the jet began to trail 
smoke. At this point the pilot jettisoned 
the fuel tanks, 

Smoke filled up the inside of the 
cockpit, so the pilot could not clearly 
read the engine instruments. 

The F-16 began to descend and the 
pilot was unable to restart the engine. 
Cligrow ejected and parachuted to 
safety. 

The jet was destroyed in the crash 
and the scattered debris from the impact 

covered an area of about 1,300 feet by 
600 feet.

TUCKED IN AT the end of the 
November 5 ballot will be six policy 
questions for Michigan voters to 
decide. 

Compared with who will be 
President, and which party will run 
Congress or the legislature or the 
courthouse, these ballot proposals 
don’t carry much water — except to 
the variety of special interests to which 
they appeal. 

Local politicians care about the 
political bingo idea, for example. 
Hunters get up in arms about game 
management, Detroiters about casinos, 
veterans about the Trust Fund, and 
lawyers about judge qualifications. 

But overall, these six questions are 
mot earth shattering to the general 
public. 

History indicates relatively few 
citizens will decide these questions. 
Voting trails off heavily for ballot 
questions. 

Here’s a thumbnail rundown on 
what’s involved. 

* * 
PROPOSAL A — Political bingo. 
For several years, local political 

commitiees and organizations in some 
areas -— mostly aligned with Demo- 
crats — held regular bingo games, 
with profits going for their political 
purposes. 

In 1994, when Republicans briefly

Ballot proposals: No, no, no, yes, no, yes 


controlled the siate House as one 
Democratic seat was vacated tem- 
porarily, the GOP voted to ban potiuical 
bingo. 

Proposal A is a referendum on that 
action. Those who want to approve the 
legislature's action to ban bingo must 
vote "Yes", and those who want to 
return political bingo must vote "No.”

PROPOSAL B — Judicial 
qualifications. 

Michigan now requires that to be 
elected or appointed judge of a tal 
court, a person must be less than 70 
years of age and licensed to practice 
law in Michigan. 

Proposal B adds a requirement of 
five years of practice as a lawyer. 

The idea, in a nutshell, is to prevent 
newly minted law grads with a 
politically effective name or 
connections from becoming a judge. 

Personal opinion: Sounds good, but 
it wouldn’t sift out the unqualified ... 
and the fewer specifics in the 
constitution, the better. 

I’m voting no.

PROPOSAL C — Veterans Trust 
Fund. 

The Veterans Trust Fund was

established by the Legislature right 
after World War H at a $50 million 
level, primarily from post-war surplus 
sales tax collections. Fund proceeds 
are to go solely for veterans programs. 

Generally that’s how it’s been so 
far, although the state has from time to 
time “borrowed” cash from the fund 
during temporary fiscal crises. So far, 
any “borrowing” has been restored. 

Proposal C would put the Fund in 
the Constitution and it no longer could 
be used for borrowing. 

Personal Opinion: The Veterans 
Trust Fund is a good idea, but putting 
itinto the constitution isn’t necessary. 
I’m voting no.

PROPOSALS D AND G — These 
should be considered together. They 
concer bear hunting and wildlife 
management. 

The main thrust of Proposal D is 
that it would prohibit use of bait or 
dogs to hunt bear, while Proposal G 
would give to the Natural Resources 
Commission — instead of its director 
— exclusive authonily toregulate “the 
taking of game, including bear 
hunting.” 

Under Proposal G, public hearings 
are required before changes in wildlife 
management can be made. 

If both proposals should pass, the 
one with the most “yes” votes would

PROPOSAL E—Casino gambling 
in Detroit. 

Casinos as a means of economic 
development is at the core of this 
question. Detroit leaders want casinos, 
especially as the lights from Canadian 
casinos are visible across the Detroit 
River. 

After several public votes failed, 
Dewoit votes finally okayed casinos. 
Proposal E would permit up to three 
gaming casinos in Detroit. 

Casino gambling in Michigan now 
is limited to Native American 
Reservations — so far, all in Central 
and Northern Michigan. 

Personal opinion: Gambling usually 
causes more problems than it solves. 
Besides, there already are plenty of 
ways for gamblers to waste their 
money. I'm voting no.

Boy, I wish I'd said wow. 

It was at a barbecue party in the 
backyard of a Grosse Pointe home. 
Only a few of the guests had arrived, 
and my wife and I talked about the 
unusual clothing worn by one of them, 
a handsome, well-built young man. 
Tous, he looked like he’ dcome directly 
from his bed, in his pajamas. 

It was a one-piece garment. The 
shirt neckline dipped to near his waist, 
and the pant legs ended just below his 
knees. The material was well wrinkled 
and covered with various brightly 
colored patterns. 

“I’m sure that, in stylish circles, 
there is a correct name for that outfit, 
but old poops like us don’t know it,” I 
said, feeling dull in my gray trousers 
and sweater. “What bugs me is the guy 
looks great. If { wore that suit, people 
would fall down laughing.” 


A few minutes later, I was introduced 
io the fashionable fellow. He said he 
was delighted to meet me, and his 
gregariousness was so obvious that I 
had no hesitation in fingering the sleeve 
of his shirt and exclaiming: 


“Boy, I sure like your outfit!” 


And the young man said to my wife 
and other people standing nearby: 
“Hey, can you believe that? He called 
me boy!” 


Oh, my. He was black, and I’m not. 


No racists allowed 

This was a switch. I’m the guy who 
usually complains about the racist 
remarks made at suburban cocktail 
parties. There was even a time when I 


made a point of saying something 
extremely nasty to anyone unfortunate 
enough 10 teli a racist joke within 
earshot of the buffet table from which 
I was trying to extract hors d’ocuvres 
without spilling my drink. 


That was many years ago when I 
was still smarting from serving in a 
segregated Army. I didn’t mind 
disrupting social occasions by object- 
ing loudly when some white Christian 
blamed the nation’s problems on 
blacks or Jews. The truth is I relished 
the arguments that usually followed 
after I accused someone of insulting 
me by taking it for granted that I 
wouldn’t object to his foul racist 
tongue. 


My wife soon persuaded me I wasn’t 
changing any minds, but I was ruining 
a lot of parties. So now I don’t go to 
many parties where I’m liable to hear 
racist remarks, and when I do get 
caught within hearing of such 
obscenity, I simply tighten my mouth 
and walk away. i’m not proud of 
becoming such a polite guest, but there 
you are, 


Sure, I have friends, some of them 
black, with whom I canexchange jokes 
about black pimps or drunken 
Irishmen. But we know where we're 
coming from. There’s nothing funny 
-— and everything sad — about most 
racial remarks made at suburban 
cocktail parties. 


A bit embarrassing 
But, there I stood, ata Grosse Pointe 


party, accused of calling a black man 
“boy.” I was the plantation foreman, 
and he was the slave, although slightly 
over-dressed for picking couon. Oh, 
Lord, what an embarrassing position 
for a card-carrying, bleeding-heart, 
liberal pain in the bua. I have many 
conservative opponents who would 
have donated big bucks to the ACLU 
Just to see me squirm. 


I wanted to explain to the man in the 
pajama suit that my boy was prompted 
by his costume and used in the 
exclamatory sense, like wow. He 
wanted to know how old I thought he 
was. I guessed 35 and he said 27. It 
wasn’t enough that I demeaned his 
heritage; I also had to say he looked 
eight years older than he was, 


The black man was so good-natured 
about the situation, I wasn’t sure he 
was offended, so I held off on the 
explanation.

Each participating Odyssey of the 
Mind teani will consist of five to seven 
children and one coach. The coach 
will be knowledgeable of the rules and 
help the children stay on track. 
However, every other aspect of this 
competition is to be done by the 
children. All plans and ideas of 
resolving these problems are strictly 
up to each team and its members. 


Competitions are judged in 
divisions, these divisions are split by 


age groups: Division one is children includes a character that has one or 


12 years or younger by July 30, 1997; 
Division two is any child less than 15 
by July 30, 1997; and Division three is 
any child less than 19 by July 30, 
1997, 

There is also a primary division 
which includes children who will be 
eight years or under by July 30, 1997. 
This division is a non compctitive 
group that will be part of the 
demonstration only. 


Each category needs both a coach 
and a team.

Formula allocates fewest 
dollars to Crawford County

News Editor 

The Federat Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) in 
Washington D.C. announced October 
16 that $100 million in federal funds 
has been made available to held feed 
the hungry and shelter the homeless 
during fiscal year 1997. 

Based onaFEMA formula, focusing 
on unemployment statistics and 
poverty rates ineachcounty, Crawford 
County was allocated the least amount 
of money in Michigan. 

The 83 counties in the State of 
Michigan were allocated a total of 
$3,085,872. Crawford County has been 
allocated $5,791. 

The National Board of FEMA, made 
up of representatives from the 
American Red Cross, Salvation Army, 
United Way and other service 
organizations, uses the unemployment 
and poverty rate formula to determine 
county allocations, said Mark Wolsson 
of FEMA in Washington D.C. 

According to Wolsson, this means 
Crawford County has the lowest 
unemployment and poverty rate 
formula figure in Michigan. 

This marks the 14th year that

Final 
funding distribution is done at the local 
level. 

Each jurisdiction receiving federal 
money has a local board whose 
composition mirrors that of the national 
board. These local boards advertise 
the availability of funds, establish local 
priorities, select the nonprofit and 
governmem agencies to receive EFS 
funding and monitor program 
compliance. 

Each state also gets a certain amount 
of moncy for a State Set-Aside 
Commitee. This money can be used 
to fill-in any areas the commitice 
believes aren't being sufficiently 
covered by the initial federal allocation.

The Process 

' The fund-raising process began 
when students first designed the an- 
eal senior secuion of the Crawford 
County Avalanche. 

Because the students were suceess- 
fal they expanded and began carning 
morc moncy by designing pages and 
advertisements in the 1994 GHS ath- 
letic programs. 

To getthe word out into the commu- 
Rity about the talent al GHS, thie stu- 
dents designed free promotional pro- 
grams and pamphlets for different or- 
ganizauons. 

"We uicd to send out an image to the 
Grayling community that GHS can 
Offer services to make their presenta: 
tions look better,” student Christina 
Kenney said. 

Last year the students designed the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of Com- 
merce Community Guide and Mem- 
bership Directory. 

"Heather (Curtis) and I had the idea

copy and the layout of the directory to 
make it look more attractive,” Kenney 
said.

The Students 

According to Lemmen, the fund- 
raising program got started by Curtis, 
but 1996 GHS graduate Sarah Am- 
man got the program rolling.

Interest in Plantation re-kindled

It's been around for over one hundred 
years but most Crawford County resi- 
dents have been completely unaware 
of it. 


Now folks are taking notice. 


It's the Beal Plantation, located in 
the Grayling Industrial Park just cast 
of 1-75, 


“These trees represent a major for- 
estry experiment,” said Professor 
Frank Telewski of Michigan State 
University last week. 


Professor Telewski was addressing 
a group of about 20 gathered in front 
of the trees Tuesday afternoon, Octo- 
ber 15. 


The group included representatives 
from state and federal agencies as well 
as tree farmers and representatives 
from various forest-related industries. 
In all, about 20 people listened to 
Professor Telewski's remarks prior to 
taking a short hike through the trees to 
see them close up. 


Dan Sikarskie, Coordinator for 
Huron Pines Resource and Develop- 
ment Council, Inc., of Grayling, cred- 
its Huron Pines Forestry Committee 
Chairperson, Roger Rasmussen, with 
doing groundwork for the Oct. 15 
meeting. 


All in the group agreed that the 
trees must be saved. Professor 
Telewski went so far as to say that 
the site may be the only one in the 


' entire country where the begin- 


ning of reforestation is so well 
preserved and documented. 


Future administration of the 
plantation ranks high on the list of 
decisions to be made regarding 
the plantation. 


The trees were planted on May 23, 
1888 under the supervision of Profes- 
sor William James Beal of the Michi- 
gan Agricultural College (now MSU), 


The land around Grayling had al- 
ready been largely denuded of the 
original forest and the experimental 
plantation wasestablished so research- 
ers could see how well various types 
of trees and shrubs would fare on the 
dry, sandy soils socommon to central 
northem Michigan. 


Nearly 50 kinds of trees were 
planted. 


The trees were measured in a 1903 
inventory of the plantation, Additional 
inventories of the trees were made in 
1920 and 1968. 


The most recent survey, in 1968, 
was made by the Forest Management 
Division of the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, Earlier surveys 
and inventories were made by the 
agricultrual college. 


Some of the trees were damaged in 
a windstorm in 1974 and the debris 
was removed, Otherwise, there has 
been no recent activity at the site. 


Altogether, about five acres was 
planted. The state owns most of the 
trees, but a few are on adjoining Geor- 
gia-Pacific property, 


The Beal Plantation was not the 
only one planted in the 1880s in Michi- 
gan, but it is probably the best docu- 
mented. 


Other stands of trees were planted in 
Oscoda County and near Harrison in 
Clare County but foresters aren't even 
certain exactly where the Harrison 
stand is, 

Professor Beal is best remembered 
for establishing the first seed-testing 
laboratory in the United States. This , 
according to M. Kuhn in “Michigan 


State, the First Hundred Years," was 
the "first in a chain that led to the 
modem miracle of hybrid com." 


The Beal Plantation may be found 
in the Michigan Forest Association's 
guidebook, "Michigan's Famous and 
Historic Trees,” 

The Michigan DNR, as “caretaker” 
for the property, has protected it down 
through the years and the plantation 
was excluded from the transfer of 
adjacent lands to the city of Grayling 
15 years ago. 

Itis possible that, through the Parks 
Division of the DNR, which has ex- 
pressed an interest in Beal's trees, an 
ancillary park to Hartwick Pines could 
be established. 

The plantation would be an exten- 
sion of Hartwick Pines State Park's 
interpretive program. 

Michigan's Nineteenth Century 
lumber barons were notorious for 
“cutting quickly and getting out." Most 
of them saw the trees as a way to 
accumulate great wealth. 


Professor William J. Beal saw the 
trees differently. In an era of exploi- 
tive, devil-may-care logging, he was 
one of the first to look to the future. 


He was a true pioneer,
